With marketing quotas in ef­

Hit Submarine 
Of Ax is With Sho t 
Fro m Rescue Ship 


NEW YORK, 
April 
29 — 
Five young American seamen dis­ 
closed with navy sanction that 
they revenged the loss of their 
medium-sized U. S. merchant ves­ 
sel three days later by scoring a 
probable hit — possibly a fatal 
one — on an Axis submarine with 
the deck gun of their rescuer, a 
United Nations ship. 
The American ship, whose tor­ 
pedoing 
was 
announced 
today, 
was sunk April 21 off the Atlantic 
coast. 
Twenty-three members of 
the crew, including the captain, 
were rescued the following day 
but 24 other members of the crew 
in two lifeboats were still missing. 
The action was described 
by 
Ensign Frank M. Keathley, 22, of 
Corsicana, Tex., who was inter­ 
viewed 
at 
their 
naval 
district 
headquarters. 
He said it was the 
first battle for all the gun crew 
members, whose ages ranged from 
17 to 22 and most of whom had 
never been to sea before. 
Ship Was Warned 
The rescue ship was warned of 
a 
submarine 
nearby 
April 
24, 
Keathley said, and since its crew 
had little training in gunnery the 
captain asked the ensign to man 
the gun, 
“Four of my men and I went 
astern and got the gun ready,” 
he said. 
“At 8 :10 a. m., a lookout 
reported seeing the submarine on 
the starboard side, but he made 
a mistake in direction and sud­ 
denly the conning tower of the 
sub appeared a few yards away 
on the port side. 
“The submarine had to crash 
dive to avoid ramming us. 
We 
next saw her 200 yards off on the 
port side but she submerged be­ 
fore we could fire. A few minutes 
later, or about 40 minutes after 
she was first sighted, her peris­ 
cope appeared again and we op­ 
ened fire. 
May Hav e Sunk 
“Our first shot was long. 
Our 
second appeared a direct hit and 
a column of black smoke 50 feet 
high arose 
alter 
the explosion, 
We sent a third shot at the same 
spot but the submarine was not 
seen after our second shell. 
We 
think that quite probably the sub­ 
marine was damaged 
and may 
have been sunk,” 
The ship’s crew cheered wildly 
when they saw the effect of the 
shell, Keathley said. 
Frank E. Davis, 23. fourth en­ 
gineer of Rocky Mount, N. C\, who 
t o l d of t he torpedoing of the Unit­ 
ed States merchant ship, said that 
it went down about five minutes 
after the crew launched the life­
